e Daughter of the Duke of Courland, 
was born April 23d, 1676. The Family of 
which he was the Repreſentative, have diſtin- 
guiſhed themſelves for Ages together in De- 

Fence of Liberty and Property, and ſince the 
Introduction Arts and Sciences at the 
Dawn of the Reformation, they have been Pa- 
trons of theſe, and Champions for the Prote- 
ſtant Cauſe : The noble Stand made by 
PII Io, Landgrave of Heſſe Cafel in Con- 
Junction with the Duke of Saxony againſt 
CARLES V. may juſtly be Sirnamed

may be forgiven not to inſiſt upon it, and 
muſt only obſerve, that after he was taken 
Priſoner, an Event which may happen to the 
beſt and braveſt of Men, his Deportment was 


ſo truly noble, his Patience fo great, his Hu- 


mility ſo proſound, and his Zeal ſo ardent, 
that the Proteſtant Religion had Honour from 
this Sufferer, who, by his divine and heroic 
Conduct, removed the ill natured Conftruc- 
tion put upon it by the Roman-Catholics, viz. 
That it was introduced with no other Intent 
than to aggrandize the EleQtor of Saxony, by 


_ engroſſing ſeveral Lordſhips, and ſecularizing 


the Lands of the Church. This was the 
Clamour raiſed againſt it in Sweden, when 
GusTavus ERIxsoN ſeized upon the ſuper- 
ficial Bells, in order to cauſe Money to 


_ circulate among the Troops who were en- 


gaged for the Liberty of their Country; and 
ina Word, the Aſperſion was ropogated over 
Europe. This illuſtrious Prince prevailed 
upon ſeveral others of the Empire, to enter 


into a League offenſive and defenſive, in Su 


port of the Proteſtant Religion, at Smalcala, 
Anno 1530; and the ſeveral Deſcendants from 


him were Patrons of the Reformed, till Mau- 
Ric, Landgrave of Heſſe-Cafſel, ſettled the 


pure Religion among them; and that upon 
the following Occaſion : Some Students of Di- 
vinity had gone to Geneva, where becoming 


acquainted with TxzoDoRE BEZA and Ox- 
| LAMPADIVUS, 


the Great, is ſo univerſally known, that - 
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LAMPADIvUs, they began to ſee the Beauty 
and Simplicity of the Reformation; and direct- 


by embraced the Doctrines of Carvin: One of 
r 


eſe coming to Caſſel, was admitted Profeſſor 
of Greek in the Univerſity, during which 
Time he wrote a Paraphraſe on the Book of 
Pſalms, which he dedicated to his Highneſs, 
who was ſo pleaſed with the Performance, thats 
he admitted him into his Acquaintance, and 
conſulted him on his ingenious Book of Conic 
Sections, then preparing for the Preſs ; and 
which, after Publication, was ſo univerſally 
approved: The ſame Church Government, as 
in Holland and Geneva, has obtained in 
Hefſe-Caſjel to this Day; and it is obſervable 
that tho” it be the ſame as in Scotland, yet 
they only meet for Purity of Doctrine and 
Refbemetion of Manners: Nor muſt it be 
forgot, that Prince WILLIAM of Hes, pro- 
cured Quadrants and Sextants of the largeſt 
Size for obſerving the Stars, and having built 
an Obſervatory, he determined the Latitude 
and Longitude of 200 more than had hitherto 
been aſcertained; he diſcovered a Star in the 
Back 1 hich had eſcaped the 
Lyncean Eye of Galileo, and was of late ob- 
ſerved by Doctor Celſius at Upſal, and by Mr. 

M' Laurin. In a Word, there was not a Famil 
in Europe who more countenanced the Re- 
ation, ſet a nobler Example of Piety, 
and Patronized the Sciences more than 
the ſeveral Repreſentatives of this illuſtrious

Houſe; but of the whole none ſhone more 
brightly in all theſe, than the King of Sweden, 
who, during his Minority, diſcovered a Ge- 
nius for War, and had an early Opportunity 
of ſharing the Laurels reapt from a glort- 
ous Campaign. 

In the Year 1683, an Army of 200,000 
Turks had penetrated as far as Vienna, which 
they were beſeiging ſo cloſe that the Place 
muſt have fallen into their Hands if not 
timely relieved: And juſt as the Beſieged 
vere upon the Point of Capitulating, an Army 
came to their Aſſiſtance under the Command of 
the Duke of Lorram,his Majeſty King Georce 
the Firſt, and Joan SopesK1 King of Poland; 
the Infidels had been miſerably. ſlaughtered 
by the Cannon from the Ramparts, as be- 
fore one Demilune they loft no leſs than 
$50,000 Men; ſcarce had the Succours ar- 
rived when they attacked the Enemy with a 
Bravery that only could be inſpired from the 
Cauſe in which they were engaged, and after 
a ſtout Reſiſtance they forced them to fly 
off in the utmoſt Confuſion leaving their Bag- 
gage and Artillery behind: The King of Po- 
land obſerving the Rout and the Havock 
made by the German Foot, advanced with his 
Horſe, viz. 20,000, and cut them off with a 
terrible Slaughter; the deccated King tho”, but 
a Boy of 7 Years of Age, yer went among the 
Number of the Hleſſiau Troops who were ſent 
by his Father to partake of the Laurcls, and

from a Greatneſs of Soul then evident in him, 
would not without controuling his Inclination, 
be kept back from being a Spectator of the 
various Scenes; for having a Piſtol in his 
Hand, he fired it into the Breaſt of aFani/arie, 


Jjuſt at the Inſtant he was drawing a Stroke 


upon the Back of an Hleſſian Collonel : Upon 
his Return to Caſſel, he gave ſuch a Deſcri 

tion of raiſing the Sicge of Vienna as aſtonith- 
cd all who heard him, and by the Recital of 
the Danger ſrom which he had delivered the 
Collonel, his Martial Genius was quickly diſ- 
cerned; immediately he was put under 
the Direction of an Engineer called /a Motte 
who had ſerved at the Siege of Tournay and 
Cambray under the Marſhal Turenne, and hay- 
ing become a great Proficient in the Theory of 
Gunnery and Fortification, he ſet out for the 
low Countries to examine the ſeveral Works 
upon the Fronticrs; and as his Father was un- 
iverfally acquainted with the Governors, they 


tool a Pride in paying him all the Honours duc 


to his Birth: as well as to his Fathers Genius 
already viſible in the Son; he generally car- 
ried a Plan in his Hand, and was ſo acute in 
detecting an Error, that his Obſervations were 
reckoned juſt by thoſe who were in the long- 
eſt Practice: the Time was now drawing nigh 
when his Highneſs who had been ever em- 


plovyed in Muſtering of Troops, reviewing of 


Regiments, and ſurveying Towns, was to 
move in a Sphere u here his every Virtue was 
to ſhine in its Native Luſtre, In

In the Year 1691, when a Congreſs of 
Princes the moſt Numerons ever known met 
at the Hague to congratulate King WII LIAN 
the 34. of England upon his Succeſs in at- 
taining the 'T hrone of that Kingdom, his 
ferene Highneſs then attended the Landgrave 
his Father, who made a conſiderable Figure in 
the grand Alliance then entered into againſt 
France, in Support of the Ballance of Power 
and Maintaining the Liberties of Europe; 
the Landgrave CARL Fs had been acquainted 
with King WIIIIAM ſince the firſt Com- 
mencement of the Dutch War, when like a true 
Hero ever prefering the publick to his pri- 
vate Intereſt, he let out the Troops of his 
Landgravate to the Hates- General, tho' at 
that tune almoſt overrun by the Conqueror; 
and while three Armies under the couragious 
Cox p, the prudent TukEN NE and the am- 
bitious Monarch himſelf were ready to meet 
in the Center of their Dominions; and having 
diſcovered an inviolable Attachment to the 
Prince of Orange, he was treated with the 
greater Refpect, and lets Ceremony upon this 
grand Occaſion; when he introduced his Son 
to the King he received him as a Prince of 
the firſt Quality; and fixed his Eyes 
upon him; and as Men of Genius and Learn- 
ing are frequently wont to ſurvey the out-

Indications of the internal Temper, ſo did 
this Deliverer of Europe. for after ex-

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the Prince of Heſſe, of diſtinguiſhing his rare

Crown” His Highneſs thanked the King 


the favourable Opinion he had formed, 
ſignified how charmed he would be to 
him under ſo auguſt a Commander, to 
Intent be might learn the Art of War. 
No ſooner had the Allies declared War a- 
gainſt France, than an Opportunity was offer'd 


Abilities, and confirming his Friends in the 


good Opinion they had formed of him: For 


as the States-General of the United Provinces 


took a Body of the Heſhan Troops into their 


Pay, the young Prince appeared among them 


as a Voluntier, Anno 1691. And having 


ſignalized himfelf at Steen-kirk, when the 
Troops were engaged with the french Kings 
Life Guards, he was one of the Twelve who 
eſcaped out of 500; the King of England ob- 
ſerving his Merit, beſtowed upon him a Re- 
giment, and uſed hii with an uncommon cour- 
teous Affability ever aſter: At the Battle 
of Landen he was advanced to the Rank of a 


Major General, and by the noble Stand which 
he made at the ſecond Attempt to diſlodge 


the Enemy from the Village where was the

and bloody Fight, the young Hero remained 
in Poſſeſſion of the Ground, which the Enemy

the King expoſed more than any private Sol- 
dier in the Army, and uſing his utmoſt Efforts 
to cover the Retreat of his Men, he galloped 
up toward him, and all of a ſudden turned a- 
bout to ſuſtain the Charge of three $71{s Re- 
giments of the French Guards that were ready 
to fall upon the Flank of the Troops that were 
broken and now flying before them; here he 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf, and kept them in Play, 

till a vaſt Number were got over the &chelde, 
and had planted a Battery of twelve Guns for 
coyering the Retreat of the reſt of the Army. 
Night was now coming on when the French 
diſguſted at the vigorous Defence and formi- 
dable Stand that was made, gave over the Pur- 
uit, and contented themſelves with remaining 
upon the Field of Battle, not caring to pals 
the River, and follow an Enemy now become 
reſolute thro' Deſpair, and rendered couragious 
from the frequent Checks they had given to 
a Purſuing and exulting Enemy: That 
Night he ſlept in the ſame Tent with the 
King, and next Day was created Lieutenant 
General of the Heriditary Forces of Hiſſ, 
and had a Regiment of the Republic's Troops 
conferred upon him.

About three in the Morning, when King 
Wi1rt1ax heard of the extraordinary Preſence 
of Mind with which the Prince extricated 
| himfelf from his great Difficulty, he was no 
lefs charmed with the Succeſs that had attended 
the Enterprize, than amazed at the Dexterity 
with which the Scheme was conducted: And 
after peruſing the Letter, he ask d, What's 
« become of the Prince of Heſſe? ” to which 
it was anſwer'd, he ſtood with the Horſe 
while VAuneEMONT obſerved the En- 
oy. „Right ſays the King ſmiling, © his 
« Youth now has bray'd the 83. but in 
« 'Fime his grey Hairs will deceive them. and 
directly recommended him to the States Gen- 
eral, as a Perſon fit to be promoted to the 
Rank of Major General of their Armies: The 
Succeſs of the Arms of the contending Powers 
was various, Fortune ſometimes declaring 
upon one Side, ſometimes on another, till at 
laſt, expanding her Wings equally, like the 
Eagle, when at her utmoſt Flight, 1 
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liged the differing Parties to draw them in 
in, and to fit down peaceably to refreſh them- 
elves, after an infinite number of Loſes, which 
the Ambition of cither Party had brought 
upon them: The Peace of Ryſwick was 
concluded upon the moſt equitable Terms. 
Anno, 1695. Sort lived however was the 
Repoſe; for the Embers of War only quenched 
for a Time, were more eaſily Kindled after they 
had been dryed and rendered fit for catching 
the Flame and mounting up in a Blaze. 

The Death of CrarLes, II. King of Spain, 
Novenber, 1ſt. 1700 involved Europe in War; 
France declared for the Duke of Aion Grand- 
child to Lew1isXIV, who accepting the Will of 
CHARLES in fayour of his Candidate, not only 

his Title acknowledged by moſt of the 
owers of Europe, but muſtered up his Troops 
and every where augmented his Forces, to 
ſupport a Claim, that in Time would fix the 
Bal of Power in his Houſe and diſappoint 
the Views of the Court of Vienna, then ſet- 
ting up for the Rights of the ſecond Son 
of the Empire, which ſhe was the more en- 
abled to do, as the Emperor Lłroroĩrd had 
juſt ended his War with the Port by the Peace 
of Carlewitz. 

The Emperor, tho' poſſeſt of extenſive 
Dominions, ſufficient to farniſh Troops upon 
Troops, and Armies upon Armies, was unable 
to ſupport a War againſt the grand Monarch, 
then the moſt powerful in Europe, without

which would have enabled him to act upon 
the Offenſive, and in the mean Time ſent out 
the Count of Naſſau-Ii alburgh to procure In- 
telligence : That Officer however, inclined to

they fell into Diſorder, and were purſued 
with a terrible Slaughter, near to the nar- 
row Paſs, where the Artillery was planted, 
which hithereto did him no hurt, being pic» 
vented from Firing by the flight of their 
Men, who muſt firſt fall; but at halting 
his Highneſs was in an Inſtant attacked 
on all goons and the Batteries being 
charged with Ball did great Execution a- 
mongſt his Troops, who notwithſtanding an-

In this deſperate Action, about three thou- 
| ſand of the Enemy with Parcavar himſelf 
were killed upon the Spot, and four thou- 
ſand Wounded; they likewiſe loſt Sixteen 
Standards four Guidons, three pair of Kettle 
Drums, which were carried as Trophies to 
diſcover the Bravery of his Highneſs, whoſe 
Conduct and Courage were equally admir'd, 
he having three Horſes ſhot under him; 
and having killed a French General ſup- 
ö to be Parcavar with his own Hand. 
On his ſide were killed the Prince of He- 
Homberg, two Major Generals with four Col- 

lonels ſixteen Captains and twenty Licutenants. 

The Enemy now purſued the Siege of 
Landau, which in fifteen Days capitulated ; 
and was no ſooner in their Hands than all 
at once they gaye looſe toa fervent Rage : 
Cleves a fine and opulent City in the upper 
Germany, was the firſt to fall a Sacrifice, and 
the Country around ſoon ſhared the Fate of 
the Metropolis; and perhaps the raging flame 
had ſpread farther, had not Col. GrovesTerws 
by a fadden March with three Hundred 
Horſe come up with the enraged Enemy, of 
whom meeting four Hundred, he fell upon 
them and cut them almoſt jn Pieces. | 

This Exploit tended ſomewhat to rouze 
the drooping Courage of thoſe who were 
engaged in a ſinking Cauſe ; but their Spirits 
were more then revived by the Arrival of 
the Duke ol Marlborough, at the Hague

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whence after ſettling the Operations of th 


War, with thoſe appointed to confer with 
him, he ſet up for Dukenhourgh were he 


put himſelf at the Head of the Army then 


5 Thouſand Strong; Here he called a 


Council of War; at which the Prince of 
Helle aſſiſted, and after a full Debate, it was 
reſolyed to purſue the Plan of his Highneſs, 
and follow the Enemy, who retreating before 
him left the Spaniſh Cuelderland open to re- 
ceive the Conqueror, and never halted till 
they arrived at Petit-Brugel, where they 
encamped till the Approach of the Confede- 
rates, who on the Second of Auguſt, Marched 
to demoliſh the Walls of Peer and Bray, 
two ſmall Towns in the Biſhoprick of Leige, 
which the Enemy poſſeſt for ſecuring their 
Cannons : The former was attacked with all im- 
aginable Bravery, and taken Sword in Hand 
after an obſtinate Reſiſtance. 

The taking of this Place, was very diſcou- 


raging to the Enemy; who notwithſtand- 
ing their Superiority ſecured themſelves be- 


hind Moraſſes and Entrenchments, which 
they abandoned in the Night, when they 
heard the Allies were on their March to attack 
them: Such repeated Inſtances of Coward- 
ice were very grating to the Duke of Bur- 
undy, who to avoid any other Shame, re- 
turned to Verſaillies, leaving M. Bovureiers,

Time was drawing nigh when the Flame was 
to ſpread over Europe, for tho” the Court of 
Verſailes had on her Side the moſt advan- 
tageous Circumſtances ariſing from the diſtorted 
Condition of Spain now ſplit into Factions, 
and from the Northen War between the Czar 
of Muſcevy, the Kings of Poland and Den- 
mark on the one Hand, and the King of 
Sweden on the other, yet from a Depth of 
Policy hitherto not practiſed, ſhe ſtirred up 
new Enemies to herfelf from no other View 
but that her Troops might be at Liberty, 
to ſubſiſt upon the rich and contiguons Pro- 
vinces of the neutral Princes, when deprived 
of Subſiſtance from her own; The Elector of 
Bavaria intoxicated with the Thoughts of a 
Crown and the pompous Title of Emperor 
of Germany, ſtruck in with Lewis XIV. 
under Pretence of maintaining the Tranquility 
of the Empire, he ſeized upon Uhm; an Action 
which ſo enraged the other Princes, that they 
declared War againſt France, and inſiſted 
with the Emperor to proceed againſt his 
Highneſs, according to the Conſtitution of 
the Germanick Body, and of the Golden-Bull, 
but pleaſed the grand Monarch ſo well, that 
he ſent a great Body of Troops under M. Dr 
VIIARS, to join the Bavarians; however this 
Junction was prevented by Prince Lewts of 
| Baden, who attacked them at Fridlingen with 
ſuch Bravery that only a ſhattered Reſerve re- 
' paſſed the Rhine, leaving the Flower of their 


Infantry dead upon the Spot. 
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Tho' the War began to rage with greater 
Violence than before, though Europe and its 
Iſles, were all in a Flame, yet Fortune for a 
time hovered with ods x equally expanded, 
and declared for neither Party, the Loſſes on 
either Side nearly compenſating each other.

where upon the 17th of July he forced their 
Lines after a dreadful Slaughter of twent 
ſour Squadrons of the Bavarian Horſe, 
and about zooo of the French, including 
Cavalry and Infantry; ſo rapid a Progreſa, 
and ſo hot a Purſuit made the Enemy fly 
from Stream to Stream, and from one Hill 
to another, nor could the Confederates not- 
withſtanding their Diligence, get- ſight of 
them again till the 29th of Auguſt, when an 
Opportunity offered of at once ending of the 
War, by engaging the French to the greateſt 
Advantage; but here the Deputies of the 
States interpoſed; and in Oppoſition to the 
Sentiments of the oldeſt Generals, and Ala- 
crity of the Prince of Heſſe, prevented the 
embracing of an Opportunity which was 
never again like to fall into their Hands. It 
was in the Winter of this Year that he loſt

Companion of his Youth j be was diſconſolate 
for ſeveral Days: Till Mr. LEIBNIT ZE that 
accurate Mathematician, and eminent Divine, 

Well known for his Diſputes with Doctor 

CLARK, an Engliſuman, about the Neceſſity 
of the human Will, rcaſoned with him upon 
the Folly of indulging Grief, and among his 
other Arguments, he 1poke of the great and 
magnanimous DAvip, who faſted and prayed 
ſor the Recovery of his Son, but upon the 
Death of the Child, he gave over his Mourn- 
ing, and. gratified an innocent Appetite then 
keen and ſharpned with faſting and Hunger, 
Enemies which none can reſiſt, then expreſſed 
himſelf in this rational and manly Strain, I 
« muſt go to him but he cannot return to me; 
theſe Words ſunk into the Bottom of the 
Prince's Heart, who from that Time was 
wholly reſigned, and his Patience was ſo far 
rewarded that about ten Years aſter he married 
an heroic Princeſs, the Daughter of a greater 
King, and who advanced. him to a Throne, 
and became the Mother of her People, whoſe 

Deliverer his Highneſs had not only the Hap- 
pineſs to be, but alſo to improve the Country, 
extend its Commerce and Trade, and by a

Scarce was the Seaſon returned for Action 
when the French, now reſolved to act offen- 
ſively, had gathered numerous Armies both 
in /taly and Hrabant, in both which Places 
they met with the ſevereſt Checks of Fortune; 
they indeed gathered together, but then it was 
only to be deſtroyed : At Ramillies, a little 


Village in the Diſtrit of Louvain, they were 


totally routed under the Command of M. pe 
VII RO, in Spain the Siege of Barcelona 
was raiſed, as was that of Turm, in Piedmont, 
an Event ſo glorious for Prince Evcene, that 
ſome Hiſtorians think the Motto of Jvr.vs 
CasAR, after the Defeat of Parxaces, King 
of Pontus, ven, vidi, vici, more applicable to 
him ; ſince by one Stroke he drove the French 
almoſt out of Italy and rclieved Piedmont and 
Savoy, then over-run by the Enemy, except 
ſome few -Places the very Capital was on the 
Point of ſurrendering when her Deliverer came. 
While the News of the French King's Loſſes 
were reſounding throughout Europe, the 
Court of Verſailles was not wanting to mag- 
nify a ſmall Adyantage which the Count de 
Mepavi obtained over the Prince of Heſs, of 
which I ſhall here give a ſhort, but faithful, 
Narrative: in *order to ſhew that the Valout 
of a Hero is not to be meaſured by Con. 
G 2 queſt 
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eſt; His Highneſs, who had been detached 
from the grand Army toward Lombardy with 
ooo He//zans, about the 18th of July, ar- 
rived at Verona; and ſuch was his Reputa- 
tion that the Enemy, on the firſt News of his 
haſtning up, ſurrendered Regio, a ſtrong For- 
tification in the Dukedom of Modena, to tte 
llies, who were then lying before it; at 
Verona he was joined by Major General We- 
TRELL, who had been left by Prince Euctxe 
with 6000 Imperialiſts to ſecure the Commu- 
nication with the Mincio and the Po. 
Here a Council of War was held, in which 
the Siege of Goito, a Town in the Dutchy of 
Mantua was reſolved on; the Place contained 
four Baſtions, a Ravelin and a large Ditch be- 
fore it; he fat down upon the 8th of Auguſt, 
planted eight ſmall Pieces of Cannon againſt 
it, from whence a continual Fire was made 
upon the Garriſon, who obſerving the Regu- 
larity af the Siege, and the good Conduct in 
the Approaches, ſurrendered upon Condition 
of being conducted to Cremona, which Ar- 
ticle was complied with: From this Place he 
went to 2 and would have beſieged 
it in Form if not prevented through Want of 


Artillery; two Pieces of which at laſt arriv- 
ing, they were planted againſt it, but one of 
them burſt upon the ſecond Diſcharge that 
was made; this obliged them to continue two 
Days longer, during which Time Word was 
brought that the Count de MrDAvI was ad- 
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vancing with 17 Battalions, and 12 
to attack them: A Council of War directl 
ſat, in which the ion was, whether it 
was moſt adviſeable to wait for the Enemy in 
the Entrenchments, or to march out and give 
them Battle in the open Field: the laſt Opini- 
on prevailed, becauſe that in Caſe of being 
beaten, there was leſt no Place of Retreat; 
Accordingly he marched out to receive them: 
about two o Clock, they appeared in Battalia 
the Prince haſtned up with an extended Front 
in Order to cover that vaſt Body of the E- 
nemy, then conſiſting of four Lines; he began, 
the Attack to uſe the Words of another Hiſ- 
torian, with his uſual Valour, Intrepidity and 
Conduct; the Firing was along the whole 
Front, and is call'd by the M. de Frquitsxs 
an Action of the firſt Species, i. e. general 
throughout ; the French Battalions upon the 
Right were broken, the Prince of Heſſt poſſ- 
eſſed himſelf of 15 Pieces of Cannon and turn- 
ed them againſt the Enemy ; but while all 
Things went well on that Quarter where his 
Highneſs commanded, the Artillery of the E- 
 1emy upon the Left, put ſome new raiſed 
rerman Regiments into Confuſion ; which his 
lighneſs obſerving he rode along the Lines 
nd obſerving the Colours upon the Ground, 
ne took them up in his own Hand, advanced 
ro the very Place where the Toops had been 
i'riven, and animated them to return to the 
' tharge ; all was to no Purpoſe, as he was 


ſpeaking

ſpeaking, to uſe his own Words, to new raiſed- 
Men; but while Confuſion raged upon the 
Left, where nothing was to be done, he re- 
turned at a fall Stretch to the Right whom he 
brought off in excellent Order, and covered 
the Retreat of his broken Squadrons, and by 
facing often about, kept the Enemy ſo much 
in Aw, that they durſt not purſue; ſuch was 
the Battle of Medoli or Caſtighone, which the 
French repreſented fo much to their own Ad- 
vantage, tho' they reapt no Benefit from it, 
except retarding the Siege of Caſligliane for a 
little, but it ſoon aſter fell into the Hands of 
the Confederates, who were now ftrengthned 
by the Junction of the Prince of Heſſe, who 
croſſed the Adige and made one of the fineſt 
Marches ever performed by a General: He 
wrote a Letter to the States-General about 
the Misfortune which he fairly repreſented, 
and eſtimated his Loſs to be about 2000, the 
moſt of which were wounded or made Priſoners, . 
their Anſwer was conceived in the beſt and 
moſt . reſpe&ful Terms wiſhing him better 
Succeſs for the future, and at the ſame time 
| declaring that as they were fully convinced 
that the Diſaſter had not happened thro' any 
fault of his, ſo they ſhonld always continue to 
entertain the higheſt Opinion of his Wiſdom 
and Prudence, and the beſt Sentiments of his 
Bravery and Conduct: It was from Candi

| — 2 is a large rich and beau- 


tiful Place, v * Nature, being 
ſituated amon lock and Ma Marſhes, and forti- 
fied by all the Ingenuity of the famons M. 
VausAx; it is the Capital of French Fland- 


err, the Staple of Trade between the Nether- 


lands and France, and abounding with Merch- 


- ants, who fitted out ſeveral Priyateers at Dun- 


kirk, which infeſted the Coaſt, and annoyed 
ſo much the Trade of the maritime Powers, 
that , they became rich by their Prizes, with 
which they ſupplied the grand Monarch and 
enabled him to carry on the War. 

The Confederates convinced of the Impor- 
tance of ſuch a Place, ſent a more than ordi- 
nary Force to inveſt it, while the French King 
equally ſenſible of the ſame, ſent Orders 7 
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XI. BourtrkEks, then Governour of French 
Flanders to reinforce the Garriton with 21

This Eye of France was inveſted on the 
19th of Augenſt, by Prince Everxs's Army, 
and on the 22d the Trenches were opened 
before" it; M. Bovrerers whoſe Talent lay 
in defending Towns, took all poſſible Pre- 
cautions, and ordered all the Houſes to be 
burnt, and all the Trees to be felled, that 
could any way favour the Approach of the 
Enemy; while the Dukes of Hurguna) and 
Venahſine, with N. Berwick were haſtening 
to aſſiſt him; which might have happened if 
the Duke of Aaruburuu⁰νt had not prevented; 
for the Troops under his Command were en— 
camped upon the Plains about the City, before 
the Junction of the French Generals; but 
tho' the Trenches were opened on the 2 d yet 
Nothing happened of moment belore the Town 
till the 7th of Seprember, that M de Rogue 
directed an Attack under the Command of 
the Prince of Orange-Nafſan, againſt the 
whole Front, reaching from the Hotn work 
before Magaalen's Gate, along the Ravelin 
and Tenailles ; as far as the other Horn work 
on the right of the lower Deyle, and XI. 
DuwmEy was to Thunder on the Horn Work 
between &.

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every Thing being in Readineſs, the Signal 
was made for the general Attack, about eight 
in the Evening a terrible Diſct.arge was made 
from the Cannon and Mortars, under Cover of 
which the Troops marched out of the Tren- 
ches with great Intrepidity and in admirable 
Order, directly made up to the Palliſadces 
from whence they drove the Enemy, then 
leaped into the covered Way, and deſtroy'd 
all except four Officers and ſome Soldiers 
who begged for Quarters upon their Knees. 
Short I'v'd however was their Poſſeſſion 
of this Place, for the French poured in freſh 


Men upon them, ſprung four Mines, and by 


a terrible Fire which deſtroyed about 2000 
Men, obliged them to retire, tho' not very far, 
as they lodged upon the faliant Angle of the 
Tenaille; but while this was doing on the 
Leſt, the Right were. ſtill more Fortunate, 
ſor they poſſeſſed the ſaliant Angle of the 
Counterſcrap of the Hornwork, and the Top 
of the Ditch of the Tenailles, on the Banks 
of the lower Deyle, and that with only the 
Loſs of about 700 Men. 

Theſe Exploits were honoured with a genc- 
ral Applauſe; of which. AucusTvs King of 
Poland, Prince EuGENs, the Prince of Orange, 
and the Prince of Hefſe's Father, were Eye 
Witneſſes ; for the King and his Highneſs had 
come, to the confederate Army, under a Pre- 
tence to fatisfy their curious Inclination ; but 
in reality their Aim proceeded from a more 

ſubſtantial 
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ſubſtantial Cauſe ; the former had gained hi. 
Crown by means of the Allies, and his Intereſt 
aroſe and fell with thcirs ; and now as CHARLES 
XII. of Sweden, had obliged him to deſcend the 
Throne, he thought that his regaining of it 
depended upon the Succeſs of the Confede- 
rates; the other had indeed a nobler Induce- 
ment than even attaining a Throne, for he 
had for the Object of his View, three illuſ- 
trious Princes his Sons, who were once the De- 
light of his Youth, and now the Ornament 
of his Gray Hairs ; beſides the Prince of Orange - 
was upon the Point of Marriage with his 
Daughter, which ſoon aſterward enſued ; and 
it was not long till he ſaw his eldeſt Son 
crowned with ſuch Laurels as will continue 
Green unto the moſt diſtant Ages; for upon 
the 21ſt of September the Out works were 
Stormed, in a httle Time a Lodgement was 
made upon a Tenaille on the Right and on 
the Leſt, a Place of Arms on the Counter- 
ſcarp of the Countergard was poſſeſſed by 
the Beſiegers, who beſides theſe Advantages 
drove the Enemy ont of the Counterſcarp be- 
fore the main Breach, which Poſts they main- 
tained till overpowered by a freſh Body of 
Troops, who came upon them; here was a 
Tharp Encounter, in which the commanding, 
Officer of the Confederates was killed and 
they obliged to abandon their Advantage; 
Hereupon Prince Evcexe rallied the Fu- 
Pfttycs und led them on again to the Charge;

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the Fight here was renewed with great Vie 
gour,and the Firing on both Sides was terrible, 
ſeveral were killed upon the Spot, and his ſerene 
Highneſs was wounded by a Musket Ball, 
which grazing on his ſorchcad above his left | 
Eye, -made no Fracture but my beat off his - . 
Hat; whereupon. the Prince of FHefje-Caſje/ 
who was juſt by his Side, took off his own 
Hat which had been likewiſe. ſhot thro with 
a Musket Ball, put jt on the Head of 
Prince Euckxx, and then prevailed upon 
him to retire, he himſelf taking on him the 
Command, 
From this Time Prince Evuc ene was carneſt- 
ly intreated to raiſe the Siege, but Sollicitati- 
ons were in Vain, ſor on the 23d, the Enemy 
were beaten from the Tenaille on the Leſt; the 
Lodgments along the covered Way were en- 
, larged with ſome - conſiderable Loſs, tho' 
not ſo great as the French Hiſtorians pretend 
viz. 1000 Men: But notwithſtanding theſc 
Succeſſes, the Beſiegers {till met with Difficul- 
ties, and might have been wearied out and 
confumed both by the terrible Fire from the 
Place and the long Continuance of the Sicge 
if the Enemy had not begun to want Powder, 
for procuring of which they had Recourte to 
- one oſ the moſt deſperate Attempts that had 
happened during the Courſe of the War. 
The Duke de VExposME. having ſecretly 
been informed by M. de Bourriers that he 


had Bade Ammunition left for ſour Days, 
detached 
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detached the Chevalier LuxEMBURGH with 
400 Horſe, 252 Horſe Grenadiers, two Squa- 
drons of Dragoons, and nine other Squadrons 
of different Regiments; every Man beſides 
his Arms, carried a Fuzce and a Bag of 60/46. 
Weight of Pov:der which they had received 
at Dozzvay, they put green Boughs, the Sign 
uſed by the Confederates, in their Hats, and 
advanced by the Cauſeway to Liſe, until 
met by a Detachment of 100 Horſe by whom 
they were challenged ; they gave themſelves 
out for Germans of the Duke of Marlboroughs 
Army who were carrying ſome Priloners to 
the Camp: here they paus'd a little, but be- 
ing conſcious of their Falſhood and unable to 
ſtand to a Lyc, they rode full gallop along 
the Cauſeway, and endeavoured to break 
through at the Aperture of the Line of Cir- 
cumvallation, which ſome of them paſſed; but 
the Centinels and Guards firing upon them, 
the Bags of Powder took fire which made a 
terrible Crack among them ; the Palatme 
Dragoons who were ſtationed at the Opening 


got inſtantly on Horſeback, fell upon the E- 


nemy whom they purſued to the Barriers of 
the Town, where the ſame diſaſter befell them,. 
which might according to the Prince of Fe{ſe's 
Conjecture ia his Letter to the States whence 
this Account is taken, be occaſioned by the 
Horſes Shoes ſtriking againſt the Canuteway, 
or by the Sparks of the firſt Fire that fel! 
npon their Men ; this laſt Crack was to long.

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that the very Earth was ſhaken oy it ; about 
ſixty of the Enemy with their Horſes were 


blown up, and it was a dreadful Spectacle to

Theſe Violent Emotions alarmed the whole 


Army, whereupon the Prince of Hee went

{rom entering the Aperture he ordered them 
ſto be purſued, but it was impoſſible to over- 
take them; however, for two Leagues beyond 
the Camp, Bags of Powder, Swords, Piſtols 
and 1 Powder were found, which the 


Heſſtan Hufſars ſet fire to upon their Return. 
In this Affair twenty five Troopers and ſome 


Officers of the Enemy were taken Priſoners, 
whereas there was not a ſingle Man kill'd or 
wounded on the Side of the Confederates 
This Diſappointment with the Deſeat of the 
Duke of Bertirciſs Corps at Neyncudale, who 
attacked the great Con voy that had arrived 
from Ezglaxd, ſo much diſheartred the Be- 
that M. Bovyriexs in Deſpair of Relief 
only rclolved to ſell the Place as dear as he 
couid. Every Day ſome new Advantages were 
Lodgment was 
made upon the Ravelin on the Right, and 
fuch of the Enciny .as wore tonnd behind the 
'Trayerſes, were driven into the Water in 
which 
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which they were either killed or drowned, 
the Victorius Aſſailants became Maſters of 
two Counterſcarps and a Ravelin ; all hopes 
now vaniſhing and a general Storm being 
dreaded NI. BourrI ERS, propoſed a Capi- 


tulation, by which the Town was delivered up 
on the 22d but one Gate was retained till 
the 25th when the whole Garrifon had got 
into the Citadel; which upon the 1th was 
bombarded in good Earneſt, toward the Line of 
Circumvellation within the firſt Parallel; 
the Approaches were carried on by Sap, with 
ſuch Expedition that by the 13th of Novem- 
ber a Lodgment was made near the Pallita- 
does of the firſt Covered Way with an in- 
conſiderable Loſs, and on the 14th the whole 
Counterſcarp was Maſtered, except two Places 
of Arms, which were abandoned upon the 
16th. The next Day the Baſtum of the ſe- 
cond covered Way was taken but the Ad- 
vantage was not purſued, becauſe of the Ab- 
ſence of Prince Evcxns who had gone to 
the Releiſ of Brus whether the Elect- 
or of Bavaria had . repaired in Order to 
draw off the Army that covered the Siege; 
but upon his Return the ſame was purſued not- 
withſtanding the intenſe Froſt of the memo- 
riable Year 1708, which raged not only in 
the North but even the South of Europe, and 
made Hayock among the hardy Soldiers of 
CraRLes XII, and the Czar, who had 
hitherto brayed the Seaſons, and ſome why 


have 
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have been at it ; told me that the Soldiers were 


obliged to uſe their Bayonets for piercing of 
the Ground, in order to fix their Tents, in 
this Extremity the Danger of the Enterprize 
was only uſed as an Argument for augment- 


ing the Glory of the Conqueſt ; a Feint was 


made for attacking it upon the South-I/eſt 
Quarter, nigh the Redoubt of Chamelenx, 
which drew their whole Attention to that Side 
and for defence of which they ſtript their other 
Batteries; the Scheme having ſucceeded they 
all at once croſſed the Deyie at the Farm of 
Baſſette, and marching toward the Farm of 
Cernau, he attacked the Citadel ſo briskly, 
that he drove the Enemy from the Glacis, 
and firſt covered Way, and made a Lodg- 
ment upon the ſecond, where were fixed ſome 
Batteries which wearing the moſt menacing 
Aſpect, ſoon | prevailed upon M., de Bov- 
FFLERS to accept the Capitulation that was 
propoſed, he ſurrendered on the Sth, and 
two Days after marched out for Doway with 


all the Honours of War. 


Before I cloſe this Scene, it will not 
be improper to inſorm the Reader ot a Cir- 
cumſtance that not a little contributed to 
the Succeſs, of the Beſjegers; a great Num- 
ber of Ladies then in the Town had deſired 
Liberty to retire, which being granted they 
were received at the Barrier of the Place 
by a Detachment of Soldiers, among whom 
was a number of Fngincers in their Clothing

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and. theſe having examined into the Strength 
of the Place, made their Report according- 


ly. | 
Then the City of Li/e, the ſtrongeſt Place 
in the Low Countries was maſtered by the 
Allies in Spite of the Efforts of France, whole 
Troops fought with extraordinary Ardour, and 
whoſe Generals were neither wanting in 
Bravery or Courage for defending it; one of 
their Officers even endeavoured to Poiſon 
Prince EuGeNE in the following Manner; 
two Letters were ſent from the Poſt-Houſe 
which was about two Leagues off, to his High- 
nels, who, upon opening one of them, found 
a grealy dirty Paper, which he threw care- 
lelsly upon the Ground; his Adjutant having 
taken it up and ſmelt it, he became ſo giddy 
that had not an Antidote been given him he 
maſt have died; the Doſe being ſo expuiſite 
that a Maſtiff burſt about 24 Hours, after it 
was tied about his Neck notwithſtanding a 
Counterpoiſon had been given him. An A 
niſhment run thro' the Camp, but his High- 
neſs ſaid cooly, © Gentlemen you need not be 
* ſurprized, for I have received Letters of

But tho' the Year 1708, was already 
replete - with Wonders, yet another Laurel 
was to be pluckt before its Cloſe; Ghent and 
Bruges were to be torn "from the Hand of 
the Enemy; for which Purpoſe the Confede- 
rate Army was put in Motion upon the 14th 
of December, and took the moſt adyanta- 
gious Poſts of which the Prince of Heſ had 
that behind the Zys and the Canal of Brugec, 
and from thence to the Canal of Sas, with 
forty Squadrons and twenty Battalions under 
his command ; from which, and thoſe of the 
Duke of Wirtemburg, upon the 22d, ſome 
Troops were detached to block up the Red- 
Fort on the Canal between Ghent and the 
, "Sas. Batteries were planted againſt it, and 
fired with ſo good ſucceſs, that the Garriſon 
"of 200 Men yielded Priſoners of War. This 
Advantage fo ſpirited the Allies, and dif- 
caouraged the French, that Ghent with its 
Citadel furrendered on the ad of PFanuary 
NS. on Condition of marching out, toward 
 Tarrnay with all Marks of Honour; which 
being done, the Duke le, took Poſſeſ- 
fion of both with Six £&riti/þ Battalions; 
and to crown all, Bruges ſoon followed the

The Conferences which had beer cunningly 
E now broken off; both Armies 
took the Field in June 1709, that of the 
Allies encamped between Menin and Onae- 
tarde, while that of the French drew to- 
I 2 gether 
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2 from all Quarters, and pitched upon 
he Plains of Lens, for covering which, En- 
trenchments were thrown up' ; but the Allies 
inſtead of attecking theſe as the Ememy expeet- 
ed, marched directly for Torrnay before which 
they begun a Line of Circumvallation Jufy 
14th, and prepared Faſcmes and Gabious 
for the Approaches; which they carried on 
with. ſo much 8 and Judgment till 
the 27th, that the Duke le who 
commanded an Attack on the Baſtion of 
that Horn-work againſt which Gen. Scuvi- 
LEMBURGH had planted a Battery, became 
Maſter of it; but the Enemy Riying otrt 
upon the Horn-work now in poſſeſſion of the 
Forces of Schylemburgh put them into Con- 
fuſion, till replaced by his Grace who came 
"timely to their Aſſiſtance, and drove them 
back, with a prodigious Slaughter, and re- 
mained Maſter of the Work, in the Gaining 
. "of which he he was flightly wounded; next 

Day another Sally was made but with, no 
better Succeſs, which prevailed upon them 
at laſt to ſurrender the Town about Six

ing for me. He directly took Poſſeſſion 
of the Lines, and tho' the Chavalier de Lux- 
"EMBURGH arrived near them ſoon after, with 
a large Detachment, and tho' the Marſhal de 
VIII ARS followed in Perſon, yet they durſt 
not attaak him, but returned to Qnevram 
whether the whole of their Army marched 
from their Lines behind the &arpe.

of Marlberough's firſt Line, and the Prince

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4 Armes, the Advantages and Diſadvantages 
ſucceeding fix ſeveral Times, in the Mean 
while the Prince of Heſs who had an equal 
Number of Squadrons, from a Foreſight never 
enough to be admired, wheel'd to the Left 

and fell upon the back of the Infantry, who 
were engaged with the Prince of Orange, a 
dreadful Slaughter was made among them 
and they were obliged to draw u cloſe 
the Wood of Lamere; The liſh and 
Dutch who for ſix Hours had with a Wing 
that had not been reinforced maintained a 
fight againſt one that was conſtantly furn- 
iſhed with Supplys, broke thro' the third 
and laſt Intrenchment and drove all before 
them. | 

This ſtep of the Prince of Hees Conduct, 
a Step ſufficient to immortalize his Name, 
entirely decided the Victory, for when the 
Cendarmes who engaged againſt the Prince d' 
AvvercNe ſaw the Fate of the Right Wing, 
whom they judged impregnable, and faw 
the other Squadrons fluſht with Victory, ad- 
vancing toward 'em, they rode with an haſty 
Trott, and drew up at ſome Diſtance, to 
cover the Retreat of their Infantry ; of which

Laks being wounded in the Knee, it was 
indeed made in very good Order, nor were 
they purſued ſurther than the Defile of Ba- 
vay, about a Mile from the place of En- 
gagement: Thus ended a Battle in which

and obſtinate during the courſe of War, the 
Allies having 20,000 Men killed, and a 
vaſt number wounded, among whom Prince 
Evceve, Lieut. Generals SAR, Wacktk- 
VERT and HamitTon with many others. 
On the Side of the French. were killed 17000 
Men, 301 Officers were taken Priſoners, 540 
killed, and 1668 wounded, many of whom 
died afterward ; among the wounded Officers 
were the Duke de Guickx the Princes LAN- 
BESS? and MoxrBAzZox with the old Che- 
valier. Before I cloſe the Account of this 
memorable Event, it will not be improper 
to take Notice that no Barrier is ſufficient 
againſt true Courage and a good Cauſe; 
every Circumſtance tended to the Succeſs of 
the Confederates; whoſe Troops were ſo ani- 
mated. that ſeveral Soldiers after having 
their Wounds dreſſed, run again into the Lines 
and continued to charge; the Diverſity of 
Language among them which Livy the Ro- 


man Hiſtorian mentions as fatal at the Bat- 
tle 'of Negarada, was no Way prejudicial to 


them; ſor there was an Emulation among the 
Troops of the different Nations, to fight for 
the Glory of their Country; Well might it 
be inſcribed upon a triumphal Arch, here the 
Duke of Marlborough gave Orders, Here the 


Duke of Argyle drew his Sword ; opened his 
| l and undaunted Breaſt and ſaid March! 
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re Prince Evcexe ſtood unmoy'd amidſt 
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Confulion and Deſpair ! here the Prince of 
Orange broke thro' the Enemys Entrench- | 


ment here the Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel decided 
the Fate of the Day.

As the Siege of Mons had been teſolved 
on, before the Engagement, ſo now that it 
was oyer, the Allies were enabled to purſue 
it without Controul, and the Prince of Orange 
had the Direction of it ;on the 22 of September 
he inveſted the Place, and upon the 25th the 
Trenches were opened, and the Siege being 
vigorouſly purſued the Garriſon ſurrendered on 
the 21ſt of October, on Condition of march- 
ing out with all the Honours of War, but 
without Cannon or Mortars ; this was the laſt 
AQtion of this Campaign, after which the 
Troops were put into Winter Quarters, 
ſome in Flanders, and ſome in the adjacent 
Towns, ſuch as Lions, Liege, Bruſſels, Aeyden 
Lovain and Mechlin, which laſt Place was 
aſſigned to the Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel and the 
Troops under his Command. 

France being reduced to the loweſt 
Ebb of Miſery, her King began to think 
for himſelf ; but his Succeſs this Year being no 
better than in the former, Hoſtilities com- 
menced in the Spring 1710; the Caſtle of Pi.

ed at the Confluence of the Scheu. and the 
Karp, were taken in 2 by the Earl of 


Albemarle, and the Garriſon ſurrendered 
Priſoners of War; this Blow was purſued, 
for the Confederates advanced to beat up 
the French Quarters and drove them from 
their Lines, which they had been fortiſying 
the Winter before; at five in the Afternoon, 
of the 2oth of April, they began their March, 
the Duke leading the Right, and Prince Eu- 
GENE the Left of the Army, this March. con- 
tinued all Night, fo that the Enemy ſurpriz- 
ed at the unexpected Viſit abandoned their 
Lines at Pont a Vendin, while the Chevalier 
de LuxEMBURGH and the Marſhal d' ARr- 
AGNAN followed their Rout; the Lines were 
immediately taken Poſſeſſion of by the 
Prince WiRkTEMBURGH and Lieut. General 
CAaDoGAN, with 15 Battalions and 50 Squad- 
rons ; the Way being clear the whole allied 
Army paſſed the Lines, which ſpread 1o great 
an Alarm among the Enemys Troops then aſ- 
ſembled near Lens that they retreated for 
Safety to Aras and Douay but to hinder 
the Recovery of their Conſternation they 
nickly were purſued and ſo hotly that the 
| RES had. but juſt croſſed the Scarp and 
drawn together their Troops near Vitry 
when the Allies appeared ; here the Enemy 
made a ſhew of reſolving to diſpute the Paſ- 
ſage of that River For this Purpoſe the Cheva- 


lier de LUxXEMBURGH with the Horſe from Aras 
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and Bethune, had joined the Marſhal de Men- 
teſquiou ; yet thcir advantagious Poſt could not 
recover them {rom their Conſternation; for 
on the Appioach of the Confederates they 
retired in haſte to Cambray, leaving Part of 
their Tents and Baggage behind them: 


Bridges were got N and laid over the 
Kae, the Prince of Heſſe was the firſt to 
paſs it, at the Head of 12 Squadrons, with 
which without waiting a Moment he pur- 
ſued the flying Enemy; but theſe retired ſo 
faſt and broke down ſo many Bridges as ſoon 
as they had paſſed them, that his Highneſs 
could only oyertake a ſmall Number, and 
theſe he made Priſoners of War. He return- 
ed to the grand Army then encamped on 
the Ground which the French had quitted, 
and obſerving that it was impracticable to bring 
them to a Battle, the Siege of Doway was 
reſolved on; the Direction of which, fell to the 
ſhare of Prince Euc ENR, while the Duke of 
Marlborough covered the ſame, the Trenches 
were opened upon the 5th of May N S. and 
the Scige was purſued, with Vigour, till the 
20th, when the Garriſon made a Sally under 
the Duke of de MoxnTEeMaR, which put the 
Workmen into Confuſion, and levelled ſome 
Places of the Parallel, Col. SuTToxs Regi- 
ment which ſupported the Pioneers ſuffered 
greately; and muſt have been entirely cut 
off, had not Genera! M*xARTNEY come, with

the other Regiments then in the Trenches, , 
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up to their Relief, and drove the Enemy to 

the very Counterſcarp of the Place ; on the 
\ 12th another Sally was tryed, but they were 
again driven back in the greateſt Diſorder ; 
on the 17th an Hom work was taken by 
ſtorm, and on the 20th the Beſieged having 
made another Sally, were driven from the 
Trenches at the firſt Diſcharge. 

The Court of Verſailes had much at Heart 
the 'Preſervation of .Doway, for which Pur- 
poſe, the M. de VIIIAxS ſet out on the 13th 
from Peronne, along with the Duke of Bour- 
bon, and the Chevalier de H. Georce, and 
arriving the ſame Day at Cambray, he met 
with the Duke of Berwick, and the Bavarian 
Marſhal Count d' Arco; here in a Council 
of War the Relief of Douay was reſolved 
on, Expreſſes were ſent to the Reinforcements 
then haſting from the upper Rhine, to march 
with the utmoſt Diligence, theſe having all 
Joined him, he croſſed the Scheld on the 22d 
and encamped with his Right near Bouchain 
and his Left at Rilecourt, conſiſting of 153 
Battalions, and 262 Squadrons. On the 
28th and a th they paſſed the Scarp over 
cight Bridges between Mies and the Abby 
of Avenes ; no ſooner had they paſſed than 
M. de V1tLass prepared for an Engagement, 
and in his Harangue to the Soldiers, ſhewing 
them the Neceſſity either to conquer or die, 
he gave them this among other Encourag- 
ments; © the Chaplains of the Army are

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© to give You ſays he, a General Abſolu- 
tion from your Sins,” 

The Armies were now within Cannon ſhot 
of each other, and the Confederate Generals re- 
panes to their Poſts; to make the neceſſary 

iſpoſitions to receive the Enemy; but the 
Motions of VII LARS procceded from other 
Motives ; he had no Deſign to attack, his Aim 
being to ſpin out the Sicge, and keep the 
Allies in continual Alarms, and theſe wanted 
only to puſh the Siege of Douay, and then 
act 1 the Defenſive, for the better Huſ- 
banding of their Troops ; the main Counter- 
{carp had already been taken by Storm, their 
Traverſes were cleared, and their Places of 
Arms abandoned by them ; all this Time the
